The Iraqi Air Force has demonstrated considerable incompetence by not 
striking Iranian logistic areas, force build-ups, and construction activity. 
Iraq has superior air power and over 200 artillery pieces near the Majnoon 
Islands, but have been unable to prevent the Iranians from proceeding with 
their preparations. Unless Iraq's commanders change their tactics soon, 
Baghdad could suffer a major tactical defeat once the Iranians launch their 
main attack. I I
